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23. (amended) A method for delivering a DNA molecule having a nucleic 
acid sequence encoding a functional RNA molecule to an animal, the method comprising 
administering to the animal a viral vector as claimed in claim 21, such that the viral 
vector infects at least one cell of the animal and the infected cell expresses the DNA 
molecule encoding the functional RNA molecule and produces the RNA molecule.
